TRAFFIC management features could be installed 
at the Thomson Drive junction with South Street, 
Cropmead, Crewkerne. 

The scheme has progressed to the next phase as 
part of a Somerset County Council (SCC) initiative 
called the Small Improvement Schemes (SiS) pro¬ 
gramme. 

More than 40 schemes designed to improve 
highways and road safety across the county have 
been approved for further development by SCC. 

The list of schemes includes possible speed re¬ 
views, traffic calming, pedestrian crossings, cycle 
paths and other minor enhancements and have 
all been put forward as part of the Small Improve¬ 
ment Schemes programme. 

Councillor David Fothergill, SCC Cabinet member 
for highways, said: “The SiS programme is all about 
listening to our local communities and then trying 
to tackle the issues which they have identified. 

“I'm pleased we've been able to agree in principle 
to more than 40 small schemes which should 
make a real difference locally. 

“The next step is for our engineers to look 
closely at the list of submissions to assess them 
as feasible, then we'll be looking to approve fund¬ 
ing, before working closely with local communi¬ 
ties to develop detailed individual plans for 
delivery over the coming years." 

Many of the projects have been put forward by 
county councillors who have been made aware of 
a need for road improvements in their local area 
by their constituents and community representa¬ 
tives. 

It is stressed that all schemes are subject to de¬ 
sign, scheduling, consultation and budget avail¬ 
ability and may not be progressed if they do not 
meet these conditions. 

Other schemes on the list include Snap Ant 
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junction, Lopen, (road safety improvements), 
Bower Hinton to Martock (footway/ cycleway), 
A30 Roundham, near Crewkerne, (pedestrian 
safety improvements) and Donyatt (traffic calm¬ 
ing).

From the editor's chair 

Are your councillors worth it? 



THERE’S been much in the news this past week 
about politicians’ finances following the leaked 
Panama Papers, a collection of documents cov¬ 
ering the tax-sensitive offshore business of 
world political leaders, including our Prime Min¬ 
ister David Cameron. 

The PM has taken a battering from the na¬ 
tional press, forcing him to reveal his income 
and tax returns for the past six years. Other 
party leaders are lining up to do likewise. 

There has been no suggestion that Cameron 
has acted illegally, but as a former PR man he 
has certainly handled his own affairs in a 
clumsy fashion. 

Cameron is not the first posh boy from a rich 
family to lead this country; perhaps he should 
not have tried so hard to be “one of us”, the av¬ 
erage “Joe”. He never was and never will be. 

There’s much more accountability and trans¬ 
parency in political life these days and that is to 
be welcomed. Even at local level, the remuner¬ 
ation that our elected representatives receive 
are published for all to see. 

Every member of our district and county 
councils receives a basic allowance. In the case 
of East Devon, each councillor receives £4,360 


and on Devon County Council the allowance is 
£9,997. So if you serve on both authorities, as a 
number do, they can take home £14,357. 

Those who have special responsibilities, such 
as a committee chairman, also receive a further 
payment and travel and subsistence sums are 
also paid out. 

Somerset councillors receive a little more. The 
majority of East Devon councillors just claim the 
basic allowance but if you make it to the top, 
earnings of £30,000-plus are achievable. 

In 2015 EDDC paid out nearly £400,000 in al¬ 
lowances and expenses to their members. You 
can judge whether this is money well spent. 

Those who serve on the council will no doubt 
argue that it’s a small price to pay for the 
amount of work they do and the hours they put 
in. 

I have some sympathy for this view; it’s a 
thankless task and, of course, it’s a job that 
someone has to do. And in most cases they do it 
well and with good grace. 

If you want to know what your local councillor 
receives, just Google “councillors’ allowances”.

AXMINSTER 

Anger over footpath 
closures 

OUTRAGED town councillors in Axminster say 
there is one planning rule for ‘normal people' and 
one for developers. 

Their anger was sparked by the latest chapter 
in the controversial Cloakham Lawn footpath 
saga, and they want to know why no enforce¬ 
ment action has taken place. 

Bovis Homes has applied for a Footpath Diver¬ 
sion Order (FDO) of what is known as Footpath 
(FP) 80. 

A much-criticised temporary path is currently 
in place, and Axminster Town Council believes 
the original route was closed without Bovis 
Homes having obtained the relevant order. 

At a previous meeting, town councillor Paul 
Hayward publicly stated: “There is a process they 
should follow that could take up to 12 months, but 
by not doing it they have saved up to 12 months 
in time, and money." 

The matter arose again when town councillors 
discussed the new FDO being applied for. 

The discussion has resulted in an angry letter 
being sent to the chief executives of Devon 
County Council and East Devon District Council, 
Phil Norrey and Mark Williams respectively. 

A spokesperson for Bovis Homes said: “At this 
stage, we will not make any comment on the let¬ 
ter." 

DCC was invited to comment, but had not 
replied at the time of going to press. 

SIDMOUTH 

EDDC move back on 
as councillor says 
it's 'not good’ 

THE controversial topic of East Devon District 
Council's relocation from Sidmouth to Honiton 
was back on the agenda at a cabinet meeting last 
week, with a number of councillors imploring 
EDDC for more information on the move. 

One of the more vociferous voices on the issue 
was Sidmouth Town councillor, Cathy Gardner, 
who said it did ‘not look like a good deal' for the 
residents of East Devon. Cllr Gardner made her 
statement at the EDDC Cabinet meeting where 
councillors were being given an update on the 
progress of the planned relocation of EDDC's HQ. 

EDDC confirmed the move to Honiton's Heath- 
park Park will be delayed until February 2018. The 
three month delay is a precautionary measure in 
the possible event of legal challenges to any 
planning permission granted.

Plans to join up health and social 
care services take a step forward 


PLANS to join up Somerset’s health and social care 
services reached a new milestone last week with the 
announcement that Dr Matthew Dolman, Chairman 
of Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group (CCG), 
is to lead the county’s process of system-wide inte¬ 
grated service planning. 

By June 2016, all health and care communities must 
have developed a comprehensive five year strategy 
setting out how they intend to join up health and social 
care services with partner agencies and local service 
providers. 

Known as the Sustainability and Transformation 
Plan (STP), communities are not only required to 
show how hospital, GP, community health and social 
care services will deliver more integrated working but 
also ensure that they: 

• Improve the health and wellbeing of their local pop¬ 
ulation; 

• Improve the quality of local health and care serv¬ 
ices; 

• Deliver financial stability and balance throughout 
the local health care system. 

Somerset CCG, Primary Care, Voluntary Sector, the 
county’s NHS Foundation Trusts and Somerset 
County Council are already working towards the 
greater joining up of health and social care services 
through the “Somerset Together” programme. 

In addition, Yeovil District Hospital is working with 
local practices to test the development of new and in¬ 
novative models of service through the South Somer¬ 
set Symphony Project - a scheme that received both 
national recognition and additional funding when 
granted the prestigious ‘Vanguard’ status in 2015. 

Dr Dolman (pictured) will now take up a key lead¬ 
ership role for the Somerset health and social care 
community and act as the “champion” and key deci¬ 
sion maker for the production and delivery of the local 
Sustainability and Transformation Plan (STP). 

NHS England has given this new role the title of 
Senior Responsible Officer (SRO). They describe the 
person in the role as being responsible for convening 
and chairing system-wide meetings and facilitating 
open and honest conversations that will be necessary 
to secure sign-up to a shared vision and plan. 

Commenting on his new role as SRO for Somerset’s 
Sustainability and Transformation Plan, Dr Dolman, 
said: “As a local family doctor I am excited by this 
opportunity to lead the local health system in putting 
together our Sustainability and Transformation Plan 
for the next five years. 

“We are already experiencing a rising demand for 
services as our population ages. Many of these elderly 
people require more care as they are living with a 
number of long term conditions. But I believe we can 
still deliver improvement in the health and outcomes 



for the people of Somerset as well as improving the 
quality of care provided. 

“To be successful we know that we must change the 
existing models of care and encourage individuals and 
communities to adopt healthier lifestyles and be better 
at caring for themselves. The Symphony Project in 
South Somerset, and other new models of care across 
the county, has already had some success in delivering 
more care closer to the patient’s own home and in¬ 
creasing their independence. 

“Somerset Together will change the incentives for 
all health and care organisations encouraging them to 
work ever closer together to improve outcomes, qual¬ 
ity and achieve the savings required to be financially 
sustainable.” 

All 44 STPs in England (and the populations they 
serve) will now have an SRO and most are required 
to serve populations of one to two million people. 
Whilst Somerset has been designated as a separate 
footprint (planning area), it will have to work closely 
with neighbouring CCG areas on a number of key 
service issues. 

Dr Dolman will be seconded from his role as chair¬ 
man of Somerset Clinical Commissioning Group to 
take up this new role as the county’s STP Senior Re¬ 
sponsible Officer. The vice-chairman of Somerset 
CCG, Lou Evans, will take on the role as chairman of 
on an interim basis whilst a clinical leader is identified 
to take on the role.

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Service for those suffering domestic 
abuse celebrates its first anniversary 


A NEW Somerset service offering support and safe 
places to stay for anyone needing help to escape do¬ 
mestic abuse is celebrating its first anniversary. 

Since 2015 Knightstone Housing, working in part¬ 
nership with Barnardo’s, has run the Somerset Inte¬ 
grated Domestic Abuse Service (SIDAS), which is 
commissioned by Somerset County Council. 

The service provides a single point of contact for 
anyone experiencing domestic abuse, whether as a 
victim or as a perpetrator and it is also the first contact 
for professionals making referrals, and any members 
of the public who want advice about domestic abuse. 

With 23 refuge units and five safe houses across 
Somerset, Knightstone has been able to provide a safe 
place to stay for people needing to escape domestic 
abuse. 

SID AS offers motivational change programmes for 
perpetrators of violence and victims. The programme 
for perpetrators, called Lifeline, has so far worked 
with 16 people and 68 clients have attended the 
“Overcoming Abuse” programme. 

In May 2015 Knightstone launched the GP Cham¬ 
pions project in Somerset. The project is already help¬ 
ing to address the barriers that staff at GP surgeries 
face when they are identifying victims and perpetra¬ 
tors of domestic abuse. 

Since the project began, 374 medical professionals 
have been trained and there has been a significant in¬ 
crease in the number of referrals to the service from 
GP surgeries. 

Councillor Anna Groskop, Cabinet member with re¬ 
sponsibility for public health at Somerset County 
Council, said: “Domestic Abuse can affect everyone, 
whether directly through being in an abusive relation¬ 
ship or through witnessing a friend or relative expe¬ 
riencing abuse. It can affect people of all ages from 
young children to the elderly. 

“The Archers storyline on Radio 4 has been high¬ 
lighting domestic abuse recently, and many thousands 
of people have been moved by the story where the 
controlling Rob subjects Helen to emotional and 


physical abuse. This highlights just how abuse can 
manifest itself in many different ways. It can include 
psychological, physical, sexual, financial and emo¬ 
tional abuse and it can happen to men and women. 

“The council works as part of the Safer Somerset 
Partnership to help keep people safe in Somerset and 
to reduce the fear of violence, whatever forms that 
may take.” 

Sonia Furzland, assistant director of Supported 
Housing at Knightstone, added: “So much has been 
achieved in the first 12 months and it is a testament 
to the commitment of our partners, Barnardo’s, Som¬ 
erset County Council and colleagues working in the 
NHS. 

“Domestic abuse blights the lives of men and 
women and their children, but they are not alone. We 
are here to help, offering support, a place of safety 
and advice. We are really pleased that in our first year 
we have been able to help over 1,600 people affected 
by domestic abuse and their families through a par¬ 
ticularly sensitive and difficult period in their lives. 
We will continue to provide this important support to 
those who need it.” 

Jenny Lewis, regional assistant director at 
Barnardo’s, commented: “It has been a pleasure to 
work in partnership with Knightstone. Our two or¬ 
ganisations bring different specialisms and we have 
put them together in an effective integrated service. 

“We are passionate about supporting children af¬ 
fected by domestic abuse to help them recover from 
the trauma they have endured and Barnardo’s have 
been able to support 121 children directly so far. The 
work to develop the Lifeline Perpetrator programme 
shows our determination to tackle domestic abuse at 
root cause by supporting perpetrators to change their 
behaviour.”

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Successful fundraising 
day for defibrillators 

A DAY of fundraising in Ilminster to help provide two 
potentially life-saving machines for the town has been 
hailed a great success. 

Around £1,000 was raised last week with a cake sale 
and draw in aid of a project to buy two automated ex¬ 
ternal defibrillators which can be used by members of 
the public on others who are suffering a heart attack. 

The cake stall was held outside the Tesco store in 
Shudrick Lane, Ilminster, on Friday morning and 
early afternoon and there was a steady stream of cus¬ 
tomers willing to donate to a worthy cause. 

The raffle was held later that night at the Royal Oak 
pub in Ditton Street along with live music. 

An 80s Disco Night is planned to be held at the 
Shrubbery Hotel in Ilminster on May 21 and all 300 
tickets for that event have already been sold at £5 per 
head. 

Each defibrillator costs £1,800 - so the project to 
buy two machines for the town is well on the way to 
being achieved. 

The idea came from trainee nurse Emma Rutter after 
she realised that there were no AEDs in the town. 

It is thought that the planned two defibrillators will 
be placed at Ilminster Town FC at the new Archie 
Gooch Pavilion in Britten’s Field and in the town cen¬ 
tre. 

Emma and her team of friends who are helping her 
with the fundraising have sent out a massive thank 
you to everyone who has so far supported them in this 
worthwhile project. 

Heritage trust AGM 

The 35th annual general meeting of Heritage of lie

A STEEP section of land on 
Dillington Estate, near Ilminster, 
has benefited from the Forestry 
Commission and Somerset Rivers 
Authority (SRA) Stop the Flow 
programme. 

The land will no longer be used 
for grazing but has been planted 
with a mix of 6,000 native 
broadleaf trees, each set about six 
feet apart to provide denser cover 
to slow the flow of water from 
slope to valley stream. 

The land features on a map of 
flow pathways (places where 
water is known to run during times 
of heavy rainfall). Trees can inter¬ 
cept or interrupt flow pathways. 

Dillington Estate owner Lord 
Cameron said: “This is part of the 
catchment of the River Isle. It’s a 
small little bowl that runs into the 


river and clearly, if you get a lot of 
rain, trees are far better at stopping 
the flow of water rushing down 
into the stream, into the River Isle 
and then into the Parrett, causing 
the flooding we’ve had recently.” 

The scheme is mostly being 
funded by the Forestry Commis¬ 
sion under a new Countryside 
Stewardship scheme, but the SRA 
has contributed nine per cent of 
the cost. 

County councillor and SRA 
chairman John Osman said: “Dur¬ 
ing the flooding crisis a lot of peo¬ 
ple criticised work which wasn’t 
done 20 years ago, such as dredg¬ 
ing, so planning for the future now 
is important. 

“This is something which is 
fairly low-cost, it’s good for the 
environment and it will play a crit¬ 


ical part if we can replicate this 
kind of scheme around the county. 

“We’ve got the money available 
for natural flood defence schemes 
like this and we look forward to 
having a conversation with anyone 
who thinks they can assist. 

SRA land management work 
leader Ben Thorne said that 
schemes did not have to be large- 
scale: “We’re looking for planting 
in strategic locations, that can 
make a difference. It has to be the 
right type of planting, in the right 
place.” 

Trees planted at Dillington in¬ 
clude oaks, evergreens for winter 
cover, thorns and cherries for blos¬ 
som in the spring and Scots pines. 

Lord Cameron smiled and said: 
“I’m a Scotsman and I like having 
Scots pines in my plantations.” 


New facilities on schedule 

VISITORS have been given a sneaky peak inside 
the new building which will become the head¬ 
quarters of Ilminster Town Football Club. 

A tour of the site was laid on for visitors at what 
will be known as the Archie Gooch Pavilion and is 
currently nearing completion in Britten's Field, 
adjoining the Ilminster Recreation Ground. 

Visitors were shown round by Matt Conway of 
developers M. W. Layzell who are carrying out 
the work. 

Matt said that it had been a really enjoyable 
project because he appreciates that it is going to 
make a huge difference to Ilminster Town FC and 
the community as a whole. 

TTiere will be four changing rooms with show¬ 
ers, plus a separate changing room for the ref¬ 
eree and assistants, a large bar and function 
room which can be divided into smaller rooms 
and a good-sized bar and kitchen area to make 
it a great place for functions. 

Fleather Virgin of the Gooch Charitable Trust 
cut the ‘first turf’ October 15, 2015, and the 
£600,000 project is virtually on schedule. It is 
hoped that the building will be finished in plenty 
of time ahead of the new 2016-17 football sea¬ 
son.

New rules introduced at Somerset 
recycling sites to ‘improve safety’ 


SOMERSET Waste Partnership (SWP) 
recycling sites have introduced new rules 
for asbestos, plasterboard and related ma¬ 
terials. 

The rules were introduced to enhance 
safety, improve site security, cut environ¬ 
mental pollution and ensure the full treat¬ 
ment costs are met. 

A spokesperson for SWP said: “Both 
these materials require special handing - 
asbestos and asbestos containing materi¬ 
als (ACM) as a significant health hazard, 
plasterboard and plaster due to serious 
pollution risks - and are complex and 
costly to treat. 

“Somerset’s asbestos is landfilled and 
plasterboard recycled. 

“To avoid the inconvenience and secu¬ 
rity issues of handling cash, a new online 
payments system allow residents to pre¬ 
pay to deposit asbestos and plasterboard. 

“Once payment is received, the resident 
is issued a receipt and must then - for as¬ 
bestos - contact one of the seven sites that 
accept it to arrange a visit when there is 
adequate skip space.” 

It was also explained that, having 
agreed their visit, residents with asbestos 
must arrive at the site with it carefully 
wrapped and sealed in heavy duty plastic, 
and immediately contact staff to show 
their proof of payment before unloading. 

Health risks mean recycling site staff 
cannot assist asbestos unloading. 

The spokesperson said: “As hazardous 
waste, asbestos and asbestos containing 
materials (ACM) must be carefully han¬ 
dled to avoid inhaling dust or fibres: use 
gloves and masks and, if possible, do not 


drill, break, scrub or saw asbestos. 

“Damp down the working area to cut 
airborne particles, and clear fibres with a 
damp cloth, bagging that with the as¬ 
bestos for disposal.” 

Unlike asbestos, plasterboard and plas¬ 
ter are safe to handle but by law landfill 
must be avoided where possible, as the 
gypsum in plasterboard reacts with buried 
organic material to create toxic hydrogen 
sulphide and climate-changing methane. 

The spokesperson added: “Residents do 
not need to book a recycling site visit to 
deposit plasterboard or plaster but should 
pay, go to one of the 11 sites that take 
plasterboard and show their receipt be¬ 
fore unloading. 

“SWP is encouraging those with excess 
plasterboard or plaster to save money and 
materials by recycling them through their 
supplier, or to sell or give them away if 
reusable.” 

Collections of asbestos and ACM from 
residents - which must, as always, be 
sealed in plastic in advance - are avail¬ 
able for the treatment cost plus a fixed 
collection fee. This transaction will go 
online in future but for the present, resi¬ 
dents should call 01823 625700 to 
arrange this service. 

Check the SWP website for a guide to 
ACM items manufactured before as¬ 
bestos ceased to be used, from storage 
heaters and insulation materials to floor 
tiles, fire blankets and flues. 

Seven recycling sites take asbestos and 
ACM: Bridgwater, Frome, Highbridge, 
Minehead, Street, Taunton, Yeovil. 

Eleven recycling sites take plasterboard 


and plaster: Bridgwater, Chard, Crewk- 
erne, Dulverton, Frome, Highbridge, 
Street, Taunton, Wells, Williton, Yeovil. 

Car crashes into telegraph pole 

A CAR collided with a telegraph pole on 
a road in Lopen. 

The accident happened just before 
2.45pm on Easter Monday. 

A spokesperson for the fire and rescue 
service said: “A fire appliance from 
Crewkerne was mobilised following a call 
from the ambulance service requesting 
our attendance. 

“Shortly after arriving, the crew con¬ 
firmed that whilst all persons were free 
and clear of the vehicle, it had collided 
with a telegraph pole and an engineer 
from British Telecom was requested to 
attend due to its precarious position."

All these advertisers benefited from booking with 
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Car buyers warned to be cautious 
after investigation into scam sales 


CAR buyers in Somerset are being 
warned to be extremely cautious when 
buying vehicles online. 

It follows an investigation by the serv¬ 
ice into online car sales. Several con¬ 
sumers contacted Devon and Somerset 
Trading Standards when they didn’t re¬ 
ceive the vehicles they had paid for. 

The vehicles had been advertised on¬ 
line, supposedly by a company with an 
address in Somerset. The trader claimed 
to be based in Bumham-on-Sea, and had 
all the hallmarks of a legitimate dealer, 
including an address and telephone num¬ 
ber listed on their website. 

The trader also appeared to be a limited 
company with two directors listed, both 
living in Somerset. The vehicles were 
said to be in various parts of the country. 
They were attractively priced, and the 
trader would deliver them to the con¬ 
sumers . 

In reality the cars described either didn’t 
exist or had been previously sold by le¬ 
gitimate traders. The investigation re¬ 
vealed that the scam company was a front 
for what appears to be an organised crim¬ 
inal gang. 

Purchasers paid for vehicles by bank 
transfer but the vehicles did not arrive. 
All attempts to contact the trader by letter 
or telephone failed; all contact was by e- 
mail and complaints garnered no re¬ 
sponse. 

Devon and Somerset Trading Standards 
successfully traced where customers’ 


payments were going to reveal who 
opened the accounts and where. Evidence 
was obtained that criminals had set up a 
number of bank accounts in the centre of 
London to receive the funds from their 
victims. 

The evidence was then passed to the 
Metropolitan Police and Action Fraud 
Network. Further investigation revealed 
that scams of this type are widespread 
and significant numbers of buyers 
throughout the country are being de¬ 
frauded in this way. 

In almost all cases, the buyers are led to 
believe they are dealing with an estab¬ 
lished “local” trader. 

Somerset County Council’s deputy 
leader, Councillor David Hall, said: 
“Scams of this kind are becoming in¬ 
creasingly common and increasingly so¬ 
phisticated. 

“I would urge potential car buyers to be 
careful when buying vehicles online. 
Many websites and adverts look very pro¬ 
fessional and it can be difficult to tell 
these apart from the genuine article. 

“Often in these types of scam the fraud¬ 
sters will claim to be local and consumers 
should try to see the car for themselves 
before purchase. 

“By following a few simple rules in¬ 
cluding using a credit card which will 
give you better protection against shop¬ 
ping fraud, and using a trader who has 
signed up to a local member of the Buy 
With Confidence scheme, consumers can 


better protect themselves.” 

Councillor Roger Croad, of Devon 
County Council added: “By using legis¬ 
lation including the Consumer Rights Act 
and the Proceeds of Crime Act our offi¬ 
cers have been able to follow the money 
and have lifted the lid on the activities of 
a criminal gang. The evidence gathered 
has been sent onto the Metropolitan Po¬ 
lice.” 

There are a few simple ways consumers 
can protect themselves: 

• If you find a car you would like to buy, 
try to go and see the car in person before 
paying a deposit or agreeing to purchase 
it. 

• Always meet at the seller’s home or 
business premises - otherwise it could be 
difficult to find them again if things go 
wrong later. 

• Pay safely - using a credit card will give 
you better protection against shopping 
fraud. 

• Print out the advert - the description, 
photos and other information will give 
you evidence if things go wrong later. 

• Consider using a local member of the 
Buy With Confidence Scheme which has 
been vetted and approved by Trading 
Standards.

CHANGES to Inheritance Tax 

Changes to inheritance tax will mean family 
members may be able to inherit as much as £1 
million from 2020 without paying inheritance 
tax - so long as the estate goes to children or 
grandchildren. 

The current position 

Everyone is entitled to pass on £325,000 of 
wealth tax free, regardless of whether or not 
they own a property. This is known as the “nil 
rate band”. Any assets in an estate above this 
amount may incur an inheritance tax charge of 
up to 40%. 

Married couples and civil partners 

Married couples and civil partners passing es¬ 
tates to each other are entitled to claim on sec¬ 
ond death the unused nil rate band. This could 
on the death of the surviving spouse provide an 
allowance of up to £650,000 before tax is 
payable. 

What is changing? 

The government has announced that from 6 
April 2017, an additional nil rate band of 
£100,000 will be available when a residence is 
passed on death to direct descendants (RNRB). 
This increases to £175,000 from 2020, or 
£350,000 in case of an unused RNRB on sec¬ 
ond death.

Tisdale experience shows 
through as Grecians win 


Saturday 9th April 
Sky Bet League Two 
Yeovil Town 0 Exeter City 2 
THE Football League’s youngest serving 
manager Darren Way has a lot to learn 
from his Exeter City counterpart Paul Tis¬ 
dale, following Saturday’s 2-0 home de¬ 
feat. 

Way’s impressive run of results since 
taking over from Paul Sturrock at the be¬ 
ginning of December, initially as care¬ 
taker and then for the rest of the season, 
was recognised by the club when the for¬ 
mer Glovers midfielder signed a three- 
year contract last Wednesday. 

Way, who has taken the club from the 
jaws of relegation at Christmas to the 
brink of League Two safety with five 
games to play, was no match for the sec¬ 
ond longest serving manager in the four 
professional divisions of English football. 

Only Arsene Wenger at Arsenal at al¬ 
most 20 years has served his club longer 
than former Glover Tisdale, who cele¬ 
brates ten years at St James’ Park in the 
summer. 

Way’s lack of tactical nous and quality 
of players, particularly up front, meant 
that apart from the first ten minutes the 
Grecians ruled the roost. 

It looked from the opening salvo that 
Yeovil would get something from the 
game, but their lack of penetration in the 
final third of the pitch meant they could 
not deliver the final pass to breech the vis¬ 
itors defence. 

The only time keeper Bobby Olejnik 
was troubled was ten minutes before half¬ 
time when Francois Zoko was presented 


with a chance but fired straight at the 
keeper. 

It was interesting to watch Tisdale on 
the touchline, calm and assured, dressed 
as normal in tweed jacket and flat cap, oc¬ 
casionally administering instructions to 
his players with his fingers. There was no 
touchline ranting or gesticulating, he 
knew his side were in command. 

Despite the Glovers having the classiest 
player on the pitch in Everton loanee 
Liam Walsh, who once again covered 
every blade of the pitch making himself 
available, the Grecians looked good all 
over the pitch. 

Inevitably the lack of any kind of threat 
up front was evident. Whilst Zoko worked 
hard in his first start back after a calf in¬ 
jury, he is not yet up to speed and lacked 
any support, and if the Glovers are to 
make any impact next season they need to 
make a striker the top priority. 

Maybe all the additional revenue raised 
by increasing the season tickets by ten per 
cent could be given to Way to get a decent 
striker! 

Tisdale has assembled a tight knit and 
exciting team, and whilst realistically 
only have a slight chance of making this 
year’s play-off places, on this form could 
go one better next term. 

For Yeovil, who lose their unbeaten 
home record under Way’s tenure, Walsh 
once again stood out as did Nathan Smith, 
who produced a cultured, almost laid back 
performance in centre of defence with a 
sparkling display against the much bigger 
Jayden Stockley, a young talent for the fu¬ 
ture.
